NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

We  have  494  cases  this  year,  as  compared  witn 
234  reported  last  year.  vScarlet  Fever  is  very  greatly 
responsible  for  this  increase.  Whereas  there  were  183 
cases  reported  last  year,  this  year’s  returns  shew  379 
cases,  being  more  than  double  the  number  of  last  year. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  Scarlet  fever  amount  to  13, 
as  compared  with  6  last  year. 


It  seems  to  me  that  our  method  of  sewerage  removal 
may  have  something  to  do  with  this  continued  increase 
of  scarlet  fever,  and  I  would  offer  the  suggestion  that 
galvanised  iron  pails  be  adopted  for  all  the  closets. 
The  structure,  as  it  at  present  exists,  does  not  allow  of 
a  thorough  cleaning  out,  and  consequently  there  is 
always  some  filth  left  inside,  which  adheres  to  the  rough 
bnck  lining.  It  would,  in  my  opinion,  render  the  air 
much  purer  in  the  vicinity  of  the  closets,  (and  lessen 
the  complaints,  which  are  frequent  m  the  hot  weather, 
about  the  obnoxious  smells  in  the  neighbourhood)  vere 
the  pail  system  adopted.  In  failure  of  the  adoption  of 
this  plan,  I  would  suggest  a  daily  cleansing  of  all 
closets. 

Cow  Byres. — They  have  been  attended  to. 

Water  Supply. — This  has  been  very  good  all 
the  vear. 

Factory  and  Workshops. 

In  connection  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  we 
went  round  the  district  and  found  everything  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

Scavenging  has  been  very  well  done.

PHTHISIS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  25  cases  this  year,  as  against  33  last 
year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  ri  per  thousand.  Heart 
Disease  25,  as  against  24  last  year.  Pneumonia  and 
Bronchitis  65,  as  against  50;  Injuries  10,  as  against  20 
last  year. 


Advice  given  and  action  taken  during  the  year. 


In  July  I  visited  a  house  which  contained  four  cases 
of  Typhus  Fever.  I  found  the  house  in  a  very  dirty 
condition,  and  ordered  the  cases  to  be  removed  at  once, 
the  house  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  some  old  bedding 
destroyed.  There  has  been  twelve  cases  altogether, 
all  traceable  to  the  one  house,  which  contained  a  lodger, 
who  left,  and,  together  with  the  relations,  went  to  live 
elsewhere.  This  proves  that  the  present  system  of 
isolation  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  for,  to  be  efficient, 
isolation  should  be  the  same,  be  it  for  the  highest  or 
the  very  lowest  in  the  land. 

A  case  of  smallpox  arose,  and  it  also  proved  the 
value  of  isolation.  A  young  man,  unvaccinated,  was 
attacked  in  a  house  in  which  there  were  lodgers,  The 
case  was  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  of  the 
inmates  were  all  vaccinated,  and  the  house  well  dis¬ 
infected.  Quarantine  was  insisted  upon,  and  a  man 
employed  to  watch  over  the  inmates.  The  Corporation 
supplied  them  with  food.  These  efforts  were  successful 
as  no  other  case  arose. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  I  got  my 
Committee  to  post  some  bills,  and  also  to  give  copies 
to  the  teachers  at  the  various  schools  for  distribution 
amongst  the  scholars,  containing  some  advice  on  the 
prevention  of  the  disease,  and  also  warning  parents  that 
they  were  liable  to  be  fined  for  permitting  children  to 
be  outside  when  in  the  “peeling-stage  ”  of  the  disease.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 

For  Year  ending  December  3lst>  1902. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  the  following  Notices  have  been 
served,  (and  complied  with),  viz: —

Our  ashpits  and  closets  have  been  cleared  and  dis¬ 
infected  once  a  week  during  the  year.  Only  one  or  two 
complaints  were  made,  which,  when  investigated  were 
found  to  be  owing  to  strange  cart  men  being  at  work  on 
’  that  part  for  the  week.  Over  11,000  tons  of  refuse  has 
been  removed,  of  which  over  10,000  tons  has  been  sent 
to  sea,  the  remainder  being  put  on  agricultural  land. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  not  having  more  than 
one  case  of  Small-pox  during  the  year,  the  patient  being 


r:  'li 
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removed  to  the  Floating  Hospital  at  Jarrow  Slake. 
Now,  of  course,  we  have  our  own  Small-pox  Hospital 
where  we  can  isolate  up  to  16  cases,  that  being  the 
number  of  beds  for  which  the  Hospital  is  constructed. 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  we  had  a  serious 
epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  created  a  large  amount 
ol  work  removing,  disinfecting,  etc.,  which  is  now  to  a 
large  extent  abated.  We  also  had  an  outbreak  of 
Typhus,  which  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
confine  to  four  families  who  came  in  contact  with  the 
the  first  cases. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  myself  have  from  time  to 
time  visited  parts  of  the  borough,  and  any  orders  given 
have  been  carried  out  by  both  owners  and  tenants,  such 
as  disinfecting,  lime-washing,  etc. 

We  have  also  made  a  large  number  of  special  visits 
to  the  workshops  of  the  borough,  under  the  Factory  Act, 
(1901)  and  found  them  fairly  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  Houses,  Fish  Shops,  Cow  Byres,  Dairies 
and  Milk  Shops  have  been  very  regularly  visited  during 
the  year,  and  found  in  very  good  condition. 

Gentlemen,  I  can  only  say  that  owing  to  the  large 
increase  in  houses  and  population,  the  work  is  also  on 
the  increase  ;  but  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough 
would  only  help  in  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 
and  its  officials,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
Wallsend  could  be  made  and  kept  one  of  the  healthiest 
boroughs  in  the  north  of  England.
